Troops Follow MacArthur 
Ashore in Twin Landings 



Aachen Falls 
To 1st Army; 
City in Ruin

LONDON, Oct. 20 — Ruined Aachen, a 
sprawlinff city of death and destruction, fell 
today to Lieut Gen. Courtney H. Hodges' U. S. 
first army on the seventh day of its siege. 
Tonight the victorious Yanks started mop- 
ping up the last remnants of the nazi garri- 
' son, trapped on the outskirts. 

The capture of the first major German city, 
a gateway to the Ruhr, was completed at 3:30 
p. m. (8:30 a. m. mountain war time), official 
announcements from the field aaid. 

The city is 340 miles from Berlin and 40 
miles from Cologne on the Rhine. It had a 
peacetimo; population of 165,000. 

The doughboys had been attacking siiice 
Sei^t. 15, and for a week they had engaged in 
street by street fighting with bazookas, bayo- 
nets and self-propelled g-uns.

GENERAL iWacARTHUR'S HEADQUARTliiRS, LEYTE, PHILIPPINES, Oct 20 (UP)— 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur today led an army of possibly 250,000 men back to the Philippines 
in a 600-ship armada, the greatest of the Pacific war, and drove inland dn Leyte island to 
within gunshot of the excellent Tacloban airfield against light Japanese resistance. 

MacArthur himself stepped onto Philippine soil in the bright sunlight only a few hours after thousands of Amerfcah- 
a.'i.tault trOops swarmed ashore under cover of the greatest naval bombardment yet to blast the Japanese. 

Vetenin jungle trnops, including every living survivor of MacArthur's epic journey from Butaan and Corrcgidor, landed 
on the 75-mile caat eimst of Lcyle isljirid. in thti central Philippines.
